It keeps the body active and purifies it. It 
protects the body from sickness and 
illness.

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The Call to Cleanliness 
in the Qur’an

Our Lord, the Most Noble, says in the 
Magnificent Qur’an: W

“Verily, Allah loves those who repent 
often, and He loves those who purify 
themselves.” (2:222) ■ 

The people of purification are the people 
of cleanliness. They are those who clean 
their hearts and their bodies. They purify 

their hearts from despised characteristics 


and despicable vices, like hypocrisy, 
showing off, hatred, envy, enmity, and 
rancor. They purify their bodies, and their 
clothing from other types of filth, and 
different kinds of impurities. 


If the Muslim cleanses his heart, and his 
body from impurities, and his garments 
from filth, then he will become deserving 
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of the love of Allah, the Most High. Allah 
l oves those who repent from their sins, 
and He loves those who purify 
themselves from filth. Allah encourages 
us to purify ourselves, and to be clean 
when coming to the mosques. 

He, the Mighty and Sublime, says: 





“O children of Adam, take your 
adornment (by wearing clean 
clothes), while praying at every 
mosque.” (7:31) 

Allah calls upon us in His Noble Book to 
keep clean our clothing, and our bodies, 
and the mosques. He also wants us to 
keep other similar places clean, like the 
ospitals, the schools, the homes, and 
1 e r oads.

For this reason, the Muslim is clean of 
heart from the false beliefs, because he 
believes that there is none who has the 
right to be worshipped except Allah. 

The Muslimah is clean of heart due to 
her faith in the religion of Islam. The 
Muslim is clean of body and garments 
because he makes ablution five times 
every 7 day. [This may not necessarily be 
the case. If one performs ablution 
( Wudhoo ’) at the beginning of the day, 
he may remain upon purity for the entire 
day without having to perform ablution 
again. The only thing that would require 
him to perform ablution again is if he 
nullified his ablution before the next 
prayer. Therefore, one is simply required 
to be in a state of purity at least five 
times per day - not that one has to make 
ablution five times per day.] For this 
reason the Noble Qur’an calls upon us to
